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Conley Wins Award 
At Renaissance Faire

Gary Conley, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre melalsmilh and enainelist, 
is the recipient of the 19th 
annual Renaissance Pleasure 
Faire’s prestigious Crafts¬ 
man’s Masterpiece Award for 
the best metalwork in the 
Faire. 

Conley is among the artists 
selected to exhibit in the 
Faire which is currently at¬ 
tracting hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of visitors each week¬ 
end to Paramount Ranch in 
Agoura. 

Each year some 8000 artists 
and master craftsmen submit 
applications to participate in 
the Faire. Only about 100 
are chosen by the Guild 
Council, selected on the basis 
of outstanding skill, quality 
and uniqueness. The work 
must also relate to the Mid¬ 
dle Ages or fantasy, the two 
themes of the Faire. 

Gary Conley’s work could 
be said to almost epitomize 
these qualifications. His home 
is shared with fierce beasties 
and dragons which transport 
the viewer to the world of J. 
R. Tolkien and Roger Dean. 

Two armored helmets, 
complete with dragon crests, 
horns and hand wrought 
chain mail, would have glad¬ 
dened the hearts of any me¬ 
dieval knight, combining the 
best of Arthurian and Per 
best of Arthurian and Persian 
armor, with accents from the 
Vikings. 

The skill and mastery of his 
craft i< apparent to those 
who know metalwork. His 
pieces are welded and hand 
wrought, as compared to 
work that is cast in a mold 
and thus can be duplicated. 


Each of Conley’s pieces is 
one-of-a-kind and the diffi¬ 
culty of producing it requires 
not only skill but almost un¬ 
believable patience. 

Perhaps that is what most 
qualifies a craftsman as a 
master, and few craftsmen to¬ 
day are willing to tackle such 
a demanding challenge.. 

Conley describes himself 
as primarily a craftsman and 

only secondarily an artist, 
but the broad panorama of 
his imagination bespeaks the 
artist. His creations have in¬ 
cluded non-objective pieces, 
as well as what he terms 
“representational. ’ ’ 

One piece is a 6-foot- 
high steel outline of the state 
of California, air-brushed 
with a blue sky and drifting 
clouds. A cloisonne hot air 
balloon floats across the sky. 
The viewer has the impres¬ 
sion of looking down from 
outer space. 

He has also done human 
forms and at one point cre¬ 
ated a number of fanciful 
steam-powered flying ma¬ 
chines which he described 
as aerodynamically totally 
unsound. 

During the 11 years since 
Conley fell in love with metal¬ 
work he has created some¬ 
where between 700 to 1000 
pieces, 100 which are sculp¬ 
ture and the rest enamel 
jewelry on silver, gold and 
other metals. 

His sculpture brings prices 
of up to $2500 a piece and 
many are now commissioned. 
He has 11 pieces at the 
Renaissance Faire, including 
beasties, dragons and a five- 
foot welded steel armadillo 
from the world of fantasy. 


Each piece takes about a 
month to complete. 

A bachelor, the Sierra Ma¬ 
drean typifies the strug- 
ging artist. He works 40 
hours a week as a photo¬ 
chemical etching and milling 
tehnician for Technar in Ar¬ 
cadia and spends at least an¬ 
other 40 hours in his crea¬ 
tive efforts. Every spare dime 
goes into tools and supplies 
for his demanding art. 

His interest in art goes 
back as far as he can remem¬ 
ber, beginning with drawing 
and including, at one time or 
another, painting, leather- 
work, woodwork, ceramics 
and other crafts. His fascin¬ 
ation with armor dates back 
to his grandmother’s sewing 
machine spare parts box 
which was decorated with a 
knight in shining armor. His 
four-year-old mind was sure 
that if he could only fit the 
parts together he could cre¬ 
ate the shining knight. 

Conley describes his love 
affair with metalwork, which 
began in 1970, as all due to 
a fortuitous accident, a visit 
to a friend’s friend who owned 
an oxyacetylene torch. He 
asked to try it and, in his 
words, “I fell in love in some¬ 
thing less than a minute.’’ 

He hocked 1ms stereo for a 
torch, borrowed regulators, 
scrounged a set of old tanks, 
begged an old pair of pliers 
and rusty tinsnips and set to 
work on a rickety card table. 

He has been at it ever 
since. 

His work has been in num¬ 
erous galleries throughout 
Southern California, includ¬ 
ing Pasadena, Los Angeles,

lished an annual calendar of events to celebrate the 
founding of the community of Sierra Madre; and 
WHEREAS, There will be an historical bus tour 
of old homes and points of interest as part of the 
Centennial celebration; and 

WHEREAS, The Historical Society will host a 
Centennial Dinner and a presentation of the history 
of Sierra Madre delivered in the spirit of the Cen¬ 
tennial; and 

WHEREAS, July 3, 4, and 5, 1981, have been 
designated as “Centennial Days,’’ with many festi¬ 
vities; 

The historical P.E. “Red Car” will return to 
Sierra Madre to travel between Kersting Court 
and Sunnyside Avenue on Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard. The “Red Car” will be parked in Ker¬ 
sting Court as a museum on Fridays and Sunday, 
July 3 and 5,1981. 

The Church of Ascension, our nationally re¬ 
corded historical monument, will be open for 
tour.

July 5,1981—Band concert in Memorial Park

Superintendent 
Suggests Child 
Care Program Here 


There may be a child care 
program during non-school 
hours at the Sierra Madre 
School next school year. 

That possibility was sug¬ 
gested at Tuesday night’s 
meeting of the Pasadena Uni¬ 
fied School District Board of 
Education by Superintendent 
Ramon C. Cortines. 

The Sierra Madre site and 
two others in Pasadena were 
suggested as possible' loca¬ 
tions for a “Before and After 
School Child Care Pilot Pro¬ 
gram” by Cortines. 

To determine if there is 
interest in such a program, 
the board authorized con¬ 
ducting a survey at the up¬ 
coming open houses to be 
held by the public schools. 

As outlined by the super¬ 
intendent, the survey will ask 
parents to respond about their 


wishes for such a program. 
Then, if there is sufficient 
interest, the cost of such a 
program will be determined 
and the parents recontacted 
to determine if they are still 
interested at the estimated 
per student cost. 

If there is still sufficient 
interest at this point, the 
superintendent’s office will 
come back to the board with 
a recommendation for imple- 
I mentation of the child care 
program. 

Board member Dr. Henry 
S. Myers made it clear he 
would support the child care 
program only if it were done 
without cost to the school 
district. Stating he thought 
that overall it was a good 
idea, Myers said he would 
support such a program if 
the exact cost per person was 


determined and then every¬ 
one was charged the same 
price. 

Myers made it clear he was 
not willing for the district 
to subsidize the program 
stating, “We (the school 
board) are in the education 
business, not the welfare busi¬ 
ness.” 

Myers was supported in this 
stand by the board’s newest 
member, Frank Kuchenski. 
They abstained from voting 
on a motion by the board’s 
vice-president, Hbie Hickam- 
bottom, to authorize a sur¬ 
vey that indicated that costs 
of the program would be 
based upon an ability to pay. 
Hickambottom’s motion 
failed when it was supported 
by the only other board mem¬ 
ber present. President Mar-

Clime Victims Group 
Asks Councii Sanction 


The recently-formed Cali¬ 
fornia Association of Vic¬ 
tims of Crime has asked the 
Sierra Madre City Council 
for support in the opening of 
its first resource center for 
victims of crime in Sierra 
Madre. 

Chairman Dennis Towner 
told the council at its Tues¬ 
day night meeting that the 
resources center would be the 
first of its kind and he ex¬ 
pected it to draw national 
attention to the city. 

Towner noted that the or¬ 
ganization was a nonprofit 
organization that would re¬ 
quire no tax money and would 
be sustained by contribu¬ 
tions of time, labor and 
money. 

Towner said the area to be 
served by the center would 
be from Sierra Madre Villa 
on the west to Monrovia on 
the east and Highway 210 
on the south. 


In response to a question 
from Councilman Clem Bar- 
tolai, Towner said the re¬ 
source center will provide 
medical, social and psycholo¬ 
gical assistance to any crime 
victim who requests such as¬ 
sistance. 

Towner said his organiza¬ 
tion will work hand-in-hand 
with the police in assisting 
the crime victims. 

In other matters the coun¬ 
cil formally authorized bor¬ 
rowing $125,000 from 
Lloyd’s Bank, the loan pro¬ 
ceeds to be used in con¬ 
struction of a new building 
at the city yards at 621 East 
Sierra Madre Boulevard. 
Construction of a new facility 
for use by the city’s public 
works and water depart¬ 
ments had been previously 
approved. 

Cable television also came 
up for additional discussion 
at the council meeting. In re¬ 
sponse to a request from Jim 
Ryder, chairman of the city’s 
Cable TV advisory commit¬ 


tee, the council agreed to send 
representatives to a meeting 
May 28 scheduled to be held 
with Steve Burley of Tele¬ 
prompter in Sierra Madre and 
with an engineer from Tele¬ 
prompter in an effort to learn 
more about Teleprompter’s

After that date, a penalty 
fee of $7.50 will be added to 
all delinquent licenses.

A springtime phenomenon- 
prints. And they need special care. 

Most important is whether or 
not the print is color fast. If it 
isn’t, you’re in for trouble. 

OUR BEST ADVICE-AND 
ONE THAT WORKS lOOVt OF 
THE TIME -IS ASK FOR FAB¬ 
RICS WHICH ARE GUARAN¬ 
TEED COLOR FAST. 

That would save you trouble. Buy a print which is color fast, 
use reasonable precaution with it, and you’re happy. 

Such sweetness and light do not always prevail in this 
world. So here’s the word of caution. 

Printed jersey may at times be "fugitive” dyed. While many 
are fine, now and then we run into one which is not. So you’d 
be wise to be cautious. 

Nylon print is sometimes found which may not be service¬ 
able. Here again, perhaps, the best recommendation we can make 
is that you check to be sure when you buy that the fabric is 
color fast. 

Uncured prints. In general, the whole subject of prints could 
be summarized under this one heading. Almost any printed fabric 
can stand ordinary cleaning procedures, if the dyes have been 
properly "fued.” Again, the best recommendation is;ASK QUES¬ 
TIONS—READ THE LABELS. Prints that are color fast will 
be so describe; those that are not won't be guaranteed fast.

He has taken an active role 
in the Friends of the Library 
Sierra Madre Art Fair for 
eight years, serving as a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors and Exhibits Committee, 
as well as an artist partici¬ 
pant. His exhibition at the 
Renaissance Faire this year 
conflicts with the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Art Fair. 

A native of Oklahoma, 
Conley attended the Univer¬ 
sity of Tulsa where he ma¬ 
jored in cinemaphotography. 
He naturally migrated to the 
film capital of the world, 
where he immediately found 
misfortune in the form of 
being denied admission to 
UCLA because of lack of a 
foreign language require- 


Conley’s Master’s Project 
was the creation of an out- 
sized domino set made of 
walnut and inlaid with silver, 
gold and cloisonne enamel. 
The work is a unique art ob¬ 
ject in that it is not a piece of 
sculpture, not woodwork, not 
enameling, not metalwork, 
but a combination of all these 
crafts. The project took two 
years and included slides of 
the entire process, from cut¬ 
ting bevels and bending wires 
to setting of the cloisonne. 

He feels particularly for¬ 
tunate in having had the op¬ 


portunity to study under the 
noted metal craftsman, sil¬ 
versmith and designer, Hud¬ 
son Roysher, including work¬ 
ing in Roysher’s studio.

to bring their own chair and 
table from home. 

Qasses were taught in rota¬ 
tion. ,“At one time the little 
ones would be lined up in 
front of Mrs. Jones’ desk to 
spell their little words, and 
shortly after she would be 
teaching algebra or advanced 
arithmetic to the older pu¬ 
pils,” Hart wrote in The 
Annals of Sierra Madre. 
“One had to learn to study 
—if we ever did—while re¬ 
citations were going on a few 
feet away. 

“We had no regular base¬ 
ball (games), for the good 
reason that we lacked the 
money to buy one . . . But 
we used to play ‘Long Tom’ 
with a hard rubber ball; also 
‘One Old Cat’.” 

The little schoolhouse 
served students from Bald¬ 
win Ranch as well as the 
Sierra Madre tract. Most of 
them walked and, according 
to Hart, “spent two or three 
hours on the way, fooling 
and playing as they slowly ap¬ 
proached their objective.” 

Annual enrollment grew to 
68 in three years—beyond the 
room’s capacity. A second 
school was built in 1885 on 
land donated by Carter at the 
intersection of Baldwin and 
Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Citizens donated a school 
bell. Chloe Jones planted pep¬ 
per trees, some of which still 
stand in Kersting Court. 
Most significantly. Sierra 
Madre formed its own school 
district. 

The coming of the street- 
;ars made the site a men- 
ice to children on the play¬ 
ground. In 1907, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre School was moved to its 
present 4'/ 2 -acre location be¬ 
tween Highland and Grand 
View. 

Some of the early events 
were recorded in the Sierra 
Madre News: 

“Uncle Henry Hosmer re¬ 
ports that the seats and other 
supplies in the old school 
house have been thoroughly 
fumigated and cleaned, and 
that all danger of scarlet fever 
has been removed as far as 
possible.” 

A controversy erupted in 
March, 1907, when Profes¬ 
sor Coats (first name not 
given by the News) adminis¬ 
tered the strap to three mis¬ 
behaving students. One of 
them, Frank Leon, grapped 
the leather away from him 
and was sent home. That 


night, boys broke into the 
school and removed the strap. 

Frank Leon’s family asked 
the school board to repri¬ 
mand Coats. Instead, the 
trustees suspended Leon for 
two weeks. The boy finally 
apologized to Coats. 

“The teachers L remember 
the most were the strict ones,” 
Marge Peterson told me the 
other day. “They were tough, 
but fair, and taught us the 
fundamentals.” 

Marge moved with her 
family to Sierra Madre in 
1926. She decided, while at¬ 
tending school, that she want¬ 
ed to become a kindergarten 
teacher. 

“We used the tall flag pole 
in front for maypole dances,” 
Marge recalls. The pole was 
removed when the building 
was torn down in 1930 and 


replaced with the present 
building, facing south on 
Highland. 

She also remembers the 
four-foot wide fish pond in¬ 
side the kindergarten room. 
“It’s still there. But it’s 
empty. Maybe the children 
now aren’t disciplined enough 
to take care of the pond,” 
's^eptfeis. 

Marge’s greatest concern- 
shared by many residents— 
is Sierra Madre’s merger with 
the Pasadena system. “It was 
a big mistake. We’re treated 
like orphans.” 

Sierra Madre trustees de¬ 
cided in 1%1 to disband their 
district and become part of 
the Pasadena system. Sierra 
Madre did not have a jun¬ 
ior or senior high school. 

Sierra Mesa School, built in 
1954 on Canon Avenue, was 


experiencing a growing enroll¬ 
ment. So was the other pub¬ 
lic school and St. Rita’s Paro¬ 
chial School built in 1923. 

No one predicted in the 
sixties that Sierra Mesa would 
close, due to declining enroll¬ 
ments in the city. Earlier this 
year,, Pasadena trustees voted 
to lease Sierra Mesa to Mara- 
natha, a private Ijigh school,^ ^ 

Marge Peterson was able (p 
fulfill her teaching ambition 
in a round-about way. She 
preserved one of the last ves¬ 
tiges of locally-controlled 
education in Sierra Madre..

Continued from pago 1 
jorie K. Wyatt (three votes 
were needed). 

Another possible Pilot Pro¬ 
gram received the attention 
of the board. Superintendent 
Cortines discussed the pos¬ 
sibility of a six-hour pilot 
program for some of the 
kindergarteners entering 
school next fall. 

Cortines, noting he was not 
recommending such a pro¬ 
gram at this time, said in¬ 
terest in such an undertaking 
has been expressed but that 
he needs to investigate it 
further. 

One school mentioned as a 
possible site for this type of 
program was the L inda Vista 
school. 

In answer to a question, 
Cortines said the interest for 
such a pilot program emin- 
ated primarily from parents 
who had been sending their 
children to pre-schools and 
felt the children were now 
ready for a full day of 
school. 

Indicating he will recom¬ 
mend such a pilot program 
only if the parents, school 
principals and kindergarten 
teachers all support it, Cor¬ 
tines said he would investi¬ 
gate the matter further. 

Recommendations of the 
superintendent for authority 
to appoint certain committees 
also drew considerable dis¬ 
cussion from board members. 

A suggested committee of 
nine members, headed by 
Los Angeles attorney Noel 
Hatch and designed to study 
student assignments and 
school configuration, drew 
much comment from board 
members Myers and Kuchen- 
ski. 

In going through the re¬ 
commended committee mem¬ 
bers, Myers said most of the 
bers, Myers said most of them 
were known proponents of 
forced busing.
